Sec. 18-A. Tuition arrangementsfor Arrowsic students. The board of directors may
negotiate and enter into a tuition contract with the Georgetown School Committee for students from the
Town of Arrowsic to attend the Georgetown Central School in accordance with the provisions set out
in this section.

1. Duration. Theduration of the tuition contract may be from 2 to 10 years.

2. Other provisions. The tuition contract may include other provisions the parties determine
necessary.

3. Additional reguirements. Thetuition contract must meet any additional requirements set forth
in rules established by the Commissioner of Education and must be filed with the commissioner.

4. Ratification. Thetuition contract must beratified by amajority vote of both the board of directors
and the Georgetown School Committee.
